American church leader was asked his opin- 

ion on who would be in heaven. To the ques- 
tion of whether Baptists would be there, he replied, 
“Oh, yes, many Baptists will be in heaven.” 

“What about Presbyterians?” one interviewer per- 
sisted. 

“Certainly; many of them.” 

“Well, what about these Pentecostal people we hear 
about? Will they be in heaven, too?” 

The churchman thought for a moment, then said, 
“Yes, I would say the Pentecostal people will be in 
heaven. That is,” he added, “if they don’t run past it!” 

In his whimsical way the churchman pointed up 
a very common opinion of us in an earlier day. That 
opinion was neither kind nor accurate. Nevertheless, 
it persisted. You see, when the Holy Ghost was poured 
out during the first quarter of this century, all the 
amateur psychologists, the sociologists, and the theolo- 
gians were given a field day trying to understand 
and explain us. That the Pentecostal revival was 
spreading wonderfully they could not deny; but how 
could they account for us, the Pentecostal people? 
What was it that changed our lives? What was the 
source of our zeal, our consuming ardor for Christ? 

The most common conclusion was that we were 
slightly neurotic. Not enough, mind you, for it to be 
serious; but enough to make us extreme in our atti- 
tudes, our reactions, and our zeal. 


A BOUT A GENERATION ago a _ prominent 


Accusation of Extremism 


It was a common opinion that we were extreme in 
our devotion to Christ, only because we were extreme 
in everything we did. When we were in sin, we were 
“too much” in sin; when we “got religion,” we got 
“too much” religion; and no matter what else we 
might do, we could be counted on to do it “too much.” 

Not all of those who held this view of us were our 
detractors; some were friendly toward us and wished 
us well. They simply believed that we bordered on a 
mild neurotic fringe. 

Many saints of God added to this unfortunate be- 
lief by always testifying to how unspeakably vile and 
wanton they had been before coming to Christ. In 


* their effort to show that Christ will save even the 
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most despicable sinner, they succeeded more frequent- 
ly in convincing people that they were extremists. 

Others added to the view by being “full of victory” 
one day, and indifferent and downcast the next; they 
were either completely joyful or completely discour- 
aged. 

Despite those who unwittingly encouraged such a 
view of the Pentecostal people, we know that the view 
was false. We were neither neurotic nor erratic; we 
were merely persuaded, committed followers of Christ. 

As the years have passed, many who once held such 
a view of us have been convinced otherwise. But by 
no means all. The opinion is still voiced every now 
and then that we are extremists, too religious as 
Christians for the very reason that we were too wicked 
when we were in sin. They see us as always too hot 
or too cold, too close or too far away, too loud or too 
quiet, too trusting or too doubtful. They consider that 
we either pray and fast to much or too little. 

Now that is not very complimentary toward us, is 
it? I don’t believe it is true; I know it is not true with 
most of us. Yet, I must admit that there are some 
so-called holiness believers who would make it appear 
to be so. 

First of all, let me say that it is impossible to be too 
consecrated to the Lord. We must never be intimidated 
when we are called fanatics, for if Christian fanatics 
are possible, the greatest one who ever lived was 
Paul the Apostle. Along with him were the other 
apostles and early Christians. They were single- 
minded servants of the Lord. Through all the years 
since then those who have done the most for the Lord 
have been impassioned in His cause as if they had 
no thought on earth but to serve and to worship 
Him. 

The fervor of Christ caused Him to be regarded as 
“beside Himself.” Paul’s extreme devotion to Christ 
branded him as being “mad,” and even to this day 
his zeal is dismissed by Jewish and other historians 
as epileptic energy. Christ was not beside Himself, and 
Paul was neither mad nor epileptic. 

Neither are we neurotic when we are extremely de- 
voted to Christ. It is impossible to be too devoted to 
Him. The hint of imbalance arises when someone 
swings like a pendulum from extreme to extreme. 
Christ was not steadfast one day and lax in His 
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living another. Paul was not shouting the victory one 
day and soon afterwards living like the world. Neither 
will we be if we are in truth dedicated followers of 
the Lord. 

The Pentecostal revival started with a conviction 
that we must be a separated people. It was a burning 
passion with our forefathers. Perhaps they did react 
rather rigidly toward any suggestion of worldliness as 
they strove to be separated from the world. There 
were some extreme reactions in the early days of 
Pentecost. The people were so determined in their 
holiness that they leaned over backward to avoid the 
appearance of worldliness and sin. 

Now we run the danger of leaning too far the 
other way. It is possible that even we could become 
more like the world than we are like God. We must 
see that it does not happen in our own lives. If we 
are not very careful, we could appear to be neurotic 
after all. 


Shall We Slacken? 


There is a possibility of doing exactly what some 
have said all along we eventually would do: slacken 
our zeal for Christ, diminish our Pentecostal ardor, 
compromise our holiness position, become more like 
the world than we are unlike it. We must not do it! 
We must discover the scriptural line of demarcation 
between holiness and worldliness and stand without 
apology for Christ. 


If there was a day when we were more rigid than 
we needed to be, swinging now to the other extreme 
is no correction for it. That would only prove us to be 
erratic. We must stand on Biblical ground, spiritual 
ground, certain ground; but by all means, we must 
stand, 

Consider for a moment these few examples of our 
danger. Some early Pentecostal saints believed that it 
was wrong to read anything but the Bible and reli- 
gious literature. Having found that there is profit in 
reading other things, shall we now fill our shelves 
and our heads with any and everything that is in 
print? We must not do it! Some seem to believe that 
because some secular reading is good, that all of it is 
permissible; that they must read none of it or that 


they may read all of it. The cheap filth you can buy 
on today’s newsstands will wreck your spiritual life. 
Just because it is all right to read some secular litera- 
ture does not mean that it is all right to read porno- 
graphy, scandal magazines, cheap “true stories” and 
the like. 

In the early days of Pentecost many forms of athle- 
tics were frowned upon. Having now seen the bene- 
fits of recreation, exercise, and diversion, shall we 
decide that all amusement, all sports, and all enter- 
tainment are proper? Must it be nothing at all or 
anything at all? Just because it is all right to play 
a game of ball under proper conditions does not 
mean that it is all right to frequent the games, the 
frolic and the entertainment of the world. 

The early holiness people felt that they must wear 
clothing of almost total physical coverage. Realizing 
that that was a conspicuous and unnecessary extreme, 
shall we now go to the other extreme and cast all 
modesty to the winds? God forbid! Such imbalance as 
that is what brings the accusation of being neurotic. 
Must we be either ascetic or worldly? 

I could go on naming other forms of extremism 
that threaten us, but there is no need. Spiritual bal- 
ance and dedicated holiness must exist in your own 
heart. But remember that it is those among us who 
must be either fanatic or worldly, unable to find 
balance, sobriety, and true spirituality that have 
caused some to call us neurotic. 

Examine your own heart for a moment. If you 
swing from one extreme to another like the pendulum 
of a clock or up and down like a see-saw, you are 
only indicating that what detractors have said about 
us all along may, in your case, be true. Pentecostal 
pendulums are a discredit to the whole body. We can- 
not correct one extreme by going to the other. Very 
specifically, we have drifted just about as close to the 
world as we possibly can, and hope for the power of 
God to remain with us. 

Those skeptical observers I mentioned earlier will 
gloat, indeed, if, after having been a holy, separated 
people, we should now become arm-in-arm with the 
world. That would convince them that they had 
been right all along; we were not really holy, only 
neurotic.

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Why Not a Roman Catholic President? 


OW THAT Senator John F. 

UV] sone: a Roman Catho- 
lic, has won the nomination 

for the presidency on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, the religious issue in 
politics has come into sharp focus. 
Not since 1928 has a Roman 
Catholic seriously sought the high- 
est office in the land, and despite 
statements to the effect that the 
religious issue is dead, and that 
a man’s religion makes no dif- 
ference in his politics, it can be 
expected that the tempo of the 
debate about a Catholic in the 
White House will increase im- 
measurable in the weeks ahead. 


Why not a Roman Catholic presi- 
dent? 

Is it because of the danger of a 
pipeline being built between the 
Vatican and the White House? No. 
Few people believe that today. 

Is it because the majority of 
Americans would object to the end- 
less parade of nuns and priests 
traipsing in and out of the White 
House—to the constant whir and 
click of television and newspaper 
cameras? No, not merely. 

Is it because Cardinal Spellman 
might be made Secretary of State 
and Fulton Sheen made ghost- 
writer of the president’s speeches? 
No. 

Is it because one should vote 
against a man simply because of 
his religion? Indeed, no. 

Why not, then, a Roman Cath- 
olic president? 

Without prejudice and without 
passion, every American must come 
to the clear understanding that a 
Roman Catholic is not only a be- 
liever in a religion, as a Protestant 
or a Jew or a Mohammedan or a 
Buddhist would be, but that a 
Roman Catholic is a member of an 
ecclesiastical system—a_ religious 
and political system so rigid, so 
authoritarian, and so totalitarian 
that it demands and gets the first 
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allegiance of every true member 
of it. 


CHURCH OVER STATE 

The Roman Catholic church 
through history has proclaimed it- 
self the only “true” church—with 
the implied and stated rights to 
restrict or destroy “error,” that is, 
non-Catholic beliefs. And through 
the unique blend of secular and 
spiritual power the Roman Catholic 
church has grown to be the most 
monolithic, authoritarian, political, 
and religious power-structure the 
world has ever known. And even 
today it demands to be recognized 
as superior to any civil govern- 
ment anywhere in the world. 

Pope Pius IX asserted, in 1864, 
“To say in the case of conflicting 
laws enacted by the Two Powers 
(Church and State), the civil law 
prevails, is error.’ 


Pope Leo XIII’s Encyclical on the 
Christian Constitution of States de- 
clared: “It is not lawful for the 
State, any more than for the in- 
dividual, either to disregard all re- 
ligious duties, or to hold in equal 
favor different kinds of religion.” 

The Vatican Council of 1870 
made every “ex Cathedra” utter- 
ance of the pope “infallible’—and 
that “infallibility” was retroactive. 
In that very Council, 150 of the 
600 bishops held that Rome had no 
moral right to compel the con- 
science of a secular official, but 
they were outvoted. Since the 
Council never formally adjourned, 
but was only suspended, the pope 
can still claim authority to dictate 
to Catholic politicians in matters 
of “Faith and Morals’—a phrase 
that covers every conceivalbe issue 
—or can be made to. 


ARE AMERICAN CATHOLICS DIF- 
FERENT? 


“But,” some say, “American 
Catholics are different.” 
That is wishful thinking. No 


American cardinal, no American 
bishop—not one member of the 
American hierarchy—has ever re- 
Ppudiated these “infallible” pro- 
nouncements of Rome—and, in- 
deed, it would be ecclesiastical 
suicide, if not heresy, for him to 
do so, 

As the New Republic states: “One 
characteristic of the American 
Catholic remains unchanged: he 
is a faithful member of an hier- 
archically organized religious com- 
munity which has spiritual con- 
cerns and secular interests ... and 
its center of authority vested in the 
Pope in Rome.” 

There are those, of course, like 
Roman Catholic Governor Stephen 
L. R. McNichols of Colorado, who 
say that a man’s religion is “ir- 
relevant” in his political life. But 
is that really true? One need only 
go back to December of 1959 to find 
General De Gaulle of France so 
strongly favoring a bill to increase 
state aid to Catholic schools from 
12.3 million to 41 million dollars a 
year that he threatened to “re- 
form” the Constitution if the bill 
didn’t pass. Under that kind of 
pressure—from an ardent Roman 
Catholic president—the bill passed. 


That couldn’t happen here in 
America! 

Couldn’t it? 

In 1954, when Edmund Muskie 
was elected the first Roman Cath- 
olic governor of Maine, the Roman 
Catholics immediately stepped up 
their demands for bus transporta- 
tion to Roman Catholic schools— 
at public expense. 

When Albert D. Rosellini was 
elected governor of Washington— 
the first Roman Catholic governor 
of that state—the Catholic lobby 
immediately descended on the state 
capital, pushing a legislative pro- 
gram calling for various kinds of 
subsidies to parochial schools and 
a proposal to revise the state con- 
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stitution so that public funds could 
be used for church activities. 

In Ohio, with the second Roman 
Catholic governor in its history, ap- 
proval has been given to place 
garbed nuns on the public payroll 
as teachers in public shcools. There 
are now over two thousand (2,055) 
nuns and priests teaching in pub- 
lic schools and on public payrells, 
in the United States. Nineteen 
states now give free transportation 
to parochial school pupils, and five 
states furnish them free textbooks 
—all at public expense—and ALL 
a clear violation of the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

One of the first bills to be pre- 
sented to the Colorado lawmakers 
after the election of the first Ro- 
man Catholic governor of that 
state was a bill for free transporta- 
tion to parochial schools—paid for, 
of course, out of tax funds. 

It has been estimated that Con- 
gressman John W. McCormack 
(Dem., Mass.), who is a devout 
Roman Catholic, has been person- 
ally responsible for legislation 
which, under various categories, 
has brought public funds of more 
than thirty million dollars to the 
institutions of his church. As some- 
one said, “If a mere Catholic con- 
gressman can do that, what 
couldn’t a Catholic President do!” 

Whether a Roman Catholic Presi- 
dent would himself initiate meas- 
ures giving preferential treatment 
to his church is not the point. 
By the very nature of his position 
he could help to create a climate 
in which such preferential treat- 
ment would develop and flourish. 


THE THREAT OF EXCOMMUNI- 
CATION 

But do the members of the 
American hierarchy actually put 
pressure on politicians to carry out 
the wishes of the Catholic church? 
Indeed so! And in ways that no 
other church could possibly exert 
such pressure: by the threat of 
excommunication, which means, to 
a Roman Catholic, the damnation 
of his soul. 

No Protestant President could 
ever be. under such a threat. No 
Jewish President could ever be un- 
der such pressure. But a Roman 
Catholic President would always 
know that that authority of the 
hierarchy existed. 
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As was stated in the Christian 
Century: “Protestant and Jewish 
leaders sometimes mix politics and 
religion, but they cannot ‘excom- 
municate’ or damn the soul of one 
who refuses to fall in line with 
their church’s pronouncement. And 
they cannot enforce obedience to 
their will under pain of sin. There 
lies the crucial difference—and a 
person is not a bigot who takes 
that difference into account.” 


Is this threat of excommunica- 
tion ever used in America? 

It is. 

In the New Orleans diocese the 
members of the Louisiana Legisla- 
ture were threatened with excom- 
munication if they supported com- 
pulsory segregation laws applying 
to Catholic parochial schools. 

In St. Louis, when the Catholic 
archbishop decreed desegregation, 
many Catholics petitioned and 
threatened to use legal action to 
force the Archbishop to reverse his 
action. The following Sunday a 
pastoral letter threatened excom- 
munication to any who associated 
with this movement. The move- 
ment promptly collapsed. 


In these coming crucial months 
every American must ask himself 
this question: Could a Roman 
Catholic President actually divorce 
himself from the control and pres- 
sure of his church to the extent 
that his judgment on certain con- 
troversial questions subject to polit- 
ical determination such as govern- 
ment aid to parochial schools, 
gambling, birth control, divorce, 
censorship, relations with foreign 
countries—Spain and Israel and 
Latin American countries, for in- 
stance—would his decisions be ob- 
jective and wholly unbiased by his 
church’s position on these ques- 
tions? 


And the answer, substantiated by 
examples of Catholic pressure and 
power in America and around the 
world is NO. 


It is true that Senator Kennedy 
stated (in Look, March 3, 1959) 
that “religion is personal, politics 
are public, and the twain need 
never meet and conflict.” But with 
Roman Catholics, they have met 


‘and they would meet, and conflict, 


if a man were a sincere politician 


AND a true Catholic—and Sena- 
tor Kennedy is both. 

When Senator Kennedy said, in 
the same article, “For the office- 
holder, nothing takes precedence 
over his oath to the Constitution,” 
the press of his own church casti- 
gated him unmercifully and said 
that his statement was certainly 
not good Catholic doctrine. 


One is left to believe that much 
of the talk about ‘American Cath- 
Olicism” being different from the 
“official” or “traditional” Catholic 
views is, in Wilke’s phrase, so much 
“campaign oratory.” 


Daniel Poling reminds us that 
when Senator Kennedy was invited 
to an inter-faith ceremony, he re- 
fused to attend—because a high- 
ranking member of the hierarchy 
advised him not to. And when the 
motion to censure Senator Mc- 
Carthy (a Roman Catholic) was 
before the Senate, Senator Kennedy 
did not declare his stand. 


As Eleanor Roosevelt said, “Sena- 
tor Kennedy knows what courage 
is, but he is not free to exercise 
it.” Exactly! And that is true of 
any Roman Catholic who has or 
will have designs on occupying the 
White House. A Roman Catholic 
President would not be free to ex- 
ercise courage because he would 
never be free, as a true Catholic, 
from the control and pressures of 
the traditions and the hierarchy of 
his church. This fact may be dif- 
ficult for Protestants to under- 
stand, but it must be understood— 
before it is too late. 


After Al Smith was defeated in 
his bid for the presidency in 1928, 
he said that the time had not yet 
come when a man could “say his 
beads in the White House.” 


And every Protestant in America 
can pray, without prejudice and 
without rancor, that that time will 
NEVER come—in ’60, or in ’64, or 
in ’68—or beyond. Not because 
there is any objection to how a 
man prays to his God, but because 
the rosary is more than a chain of 
beads with which a Roman Cath- 
olic prays; it is a symbolic chain 
binding every true Roman Cath- 
olic to Rome—to Rome’s purposes, 
to Rome’s pressures, and to Rome’s 
“infallible” pope.

Text: Mark 9:7-29 


N READING THE text one 
g can readily see the charac- 

teristics of three existing 
places: heaven, earth and hell. 
One’s attention is called to the 
forces of compassion, power, doubt, 
weakness, misery and hate. The 
great power of God through Jesus 
Christ overcomes the weakness of 
the professing disciples and the 
work of the devil. 


Jesus actually faced demons and 
wicked spirits that were the result 
of satanic influence, but we today 
have failed to believe that such 
exist. We have shifted the cause 
to insanity, feeble-mindedness or 
ignorance, when the real cause is 
the work of the devil. There are 
people in the church who have an 
evil spirit and we casually remark, 
“They have been that way for 
years.” The sad thing is that this 
is the truth. Individuals have had 
an evil spirit for years causing dis- 
cord and strife in the church. Pro- 
fessing disciples lack the power to 
do anything about it, so we shift 
the responsibility to a scapegoat of 
our own making. 


The question Jesus asked the 
man was, “How long has he suf- 
fered under this influence?” The 
reply was that he had suffered the 
affliction since he was a child. 
Psalm 58:3 says that we go astray 
as soon as we are born, and we 
continue to stray until we are born 
again. 


This individual who was brought 
to Jesus was overpowered by the 
evil spirit. “And ofttimes it hath 
cast him into the fire, and into the 
waters.” 


Mark is very descriptive and gives 
very chilling details of the fearful 
effect the spirit had upon the man. 
He says the spirit teareth, foam- 
eth, gnasheth, pineth, wallows, cast 
him into the fire, into the water, 
and rent the man sore. This must 
describe what we would depict as 
a “hell on earth.” 


The man’s father informed Je- 
sus that he had spoken to His dis- 
ciples and asked them to cast out 
the evil spirit, but they could not. 
People have always expected the 
followers of the Lord to do great 
things. This appears to be a sore 
spot in the church today. The peo- 
ple of the world have turned to us 
for help and have found the church 
in the same condition the disciples 
were in. Many of them have lost 
confidence in the church because 
we have become powerless. 


“O faithless generation ... all 
things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth.” We bring dishonor to holi- 
ness, the church and to the name 
of Jesus by being powerless, and be- 
come stumbling blocks in the paths 
of others who seek more of the 
power of God. 

Jesus said, “This kind can come 
forth by nothing, but by prayer 
and fasting.’”’ How often do we com- 





mune with God? How often do we 
fast? If we are to have power as 
a church, we must fast and pray. 
Fasting and praying will bring the 
power that will give the victory. 

If gossip, criticism of those who 
have the rule over us, preaching, 
feasting and trying for the gain of 
favor of men could cast out devils, 
then the church would witness a 
general exodus of evil spirits and 
devils. 

Do not put your trust in man. 
When man disappoints you, go di- 
rectly to Jesus. The father’s words 
were, “If thou canst do anything, 
have compassion and help us.” 
Don’t be discouraged by professing 
individuals who are powerless; go 
directly to Jesus. 

“Bring him to me.” The power- 
ful words of Jesus went forth: 
“Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I 
charge thee, come out of him, and 
enter no more into him.” He spoke 
and the work was done. 

We, as a church, have become so 
powerless that the sinners find it 
hard to discover a professing Chris- 
tian who can get a prayer through 
to God. Progress is a repetition of 
what we already have when we are 
powerless. We need the power that 
will bring a new influx of souls 
into the church as we witnessed 
in days long past. This will hap- 
pen again when we fast and pray, 
and when the power of God re- 
turns as the dominant force of our 
lives.

Convocation 


at Lee

MONG the traditions of 
ie Lee College, revival time is 

one of the brightest and 
most cherished times to both stu- 
dents and faculty. For one week 
in each semester, the students, 
teachers, and staff join together in 
a season of spiritual refreshing. 

In the first semester services, or 
“Fall Convocation,” many Christian 
young people “find themselves” in 
the Lord. They come to a true 
realization of the meaning of 
Christian living; they awaken to 
a new sense of responsibility. Many 
of them hear and accept the call 
of the Holy Spirit to the ministry 
or the missions field. 

A great number of outstanding 
ministers have come to Lee College 
to lead these services. The Reverend 
Lindsay F. Pratt was the guest 
minister for the 1960 Fall Convo- 
cation. Brother Pratt is presently 
serving as pastor of the Lake Wire 
Church of God in Lakeland, Flor- 
ida. Prior to his accepting a pas- 
toral appointment, he served the 
Church of God in many states as 
an evangelist. He continues to be 
a widely known evangelist and is 
in demand for evangelistic services, 
in addition to his pastoral duties. 

Before the revival the Lee Col- 
lege faculty and students organized 
in a program of revival preparation. 
Prayer meetings and prayer chains 
were organized. Personal workers 
were briefed for work in the re- 
vival.

HE FUTURE of Christian 
ie missions work is very uncer- 

tain in many parts of this 
great continent. A situation prevails 
in many of the political divisions of 
Africa that has never taken place 
before. Years ago Africa was taken 
over by various European govern- 
ments. When these powers from 
Europe had settled their claims, a 
great but slow transformation be- 
gan to take place. Millions of primi- 
tive people who had lived in il- 
literacy and heathen darkness were 
brought under the control of or- 
derly government. A _ progressive 
program of education, vocational 
training, and Christian missionary 
evangelism was set in motion. In 
some areas these were undertaken 
more seriously than in others, but 
in general the pattern was quite 
similar throughout Africa, south of 
the Sahara. 


Years have passed, and what at 
one time was a native population 
of complete primitives, now has 
been changed. The vast majority 
of the native population is still 
quite illiterate. A minority group 
is sufficiently educated to read and 
write, and a very small group is 
well-educated. All have learned to 
think differently from their an- 
cestors, but most of them live on 
a plane that the average Ameri- 
can or European would consider to 
be quite primitive. A large per- 
centage have adopted the white 
man’s way of dress and other cus- 
toms, but this acceptance is so 
varied that one can find African 
people on every scale from the most 
primitive to the most educated.

The change in the population is 
by no means the only transforma- 
tion that has taken place in Africa 
over the last century. What were 
once endless miles of bush and 
tree-strewn plains, have now been 
transformed into great cattle- 
raising areas and productive farms. 
The mighty, unharnessed rivers of 
Livingstone’s day are now being 
tamed by dams and hydro-electric 
power developments. The almost 
limitless mineral resources of the 
Dark Continent are slowly being 
opened up by the finance and 
technical knowledge of the Euro- 
pean population who have been re- 
sponsible for all the other changes 
in Africa. Railroads and lovely 
modern highways have sliced 
through the tropical wilderness, 
and great game parks and reserves 
have been set up to preserve the 
many species of wild life that are 
found nowhere else on earth. The 
light of a new day is dawning on 
Africa! 


THERE ARE great 
problems here that prevail nowhere 
else on earth, and, as always, these 
problems are caused by people. The 
white men feel that it is their 
home as much as the others here 
because most of the people of any 
racial group living in Southern 
Africa were born here. 

The African declares that since 
he is by far the majority group 
he should have the ruling voice, 
but in some ways he is like a 
twelve-year-old boy who has just 
learned of an inheritance that a 
rich uncle left the family. He has 
some idea of his inheritance, but 


he is not sure how to handle it. 
The executors of his uncle’s estate 
are uncertain as to how fast they 
must turn his part to him or how 
much of it he may destroy through 
zealous ignorance. They feel that 
some of the estate must be re- 
tained by his guardians, his foster 
parents, and the half-brothers who 
share in the will. 

His ignorant playmates on the 
other side of the swimming pool 
are shouting at him to demand 
the whole estate and forthwith 
kick out all the others, including 
his teachers, guardians, half-broth- 
ers, etc. They advise him that the 
house and the estate now belong 
to him, regardless of the fact that 
were it not for these older and 
experienced benefactors his palace 
would be a mud hut, his educa- 
tion would only be bush lore, his 
religion would only be heathenistic 
fetishism and cannibalism, and his 
clothing would be an animal skin 
or a sunny smile. 


It is perfectly obvious that the 
only answer is to bring the boy up 
and teach him to live with the 
other members of the family by 
sharing the estate as “Uncle Pro- 
gress” and “Father Time” left it to 
him. On the other hand, the mem- 
bers of the family must not object 
to his driving the Rolls Royce if 
he grows up and successfully passes 
his driver’s test!

Nazarenes Exceed 
Quadrennial Goal 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (EP)—The 
Church of the Nazarene has ex- 
ceeded its 1956-60 quadrennial 
goal of 14 million dollars for world 
missions by about $650,000, ac- 
cording to announcement by Dr. 
John L. Stockton, general treas- 
urer. 

The total amount given during 
the 4-year period was $14,648,245. 
The 1959-60 fiscal year closed on 
April 30. This represented an in- 
crease of about 4 million dollars 
over the previous quadrennial re- 
cord of $10,669,598 given in 1952-56. 
The Church of the Nazarene main- 
tains 450 full-time missionaries in 
41 world areas. 


Adventists Increasing 
Children’s Literature 


MOUNT VERNON, O. (EP)—As 
one way to combat the flood of 
immoral literature and “over-stim- 
ulating” comic books, Seventh-day 
Adventist publishers are increasing 
their volume of children’s litera- 
ture. 

So says Bruce Wickwire of Wash- 
ington, D.C., secretary of the pub- 
lishing department of the Adventist 
Columbia Union Conference. He 
told a rally of publishing leaders 
at the 96th annual convention of 
the Church’s Ohio Conference that 
even television hasn’t slowed the 
boom in religious literature. 

“In some ways,” he said, “televi- 
sion can actually stimulate the 
reading of good literature by 
awakening an interest in travel 
and industry, as well as religion.” 

“If TV is weaning people away 
from good reading, the publishers 
with whom I work aren’t aware 
of it,’ he said. Literature sales 
of his denomination last year 
topped $22 million, he reported. 

Many publishers are attempting 
to load bookstores and newsstands 
with “brazen textbooks on crime 
and sex perversion. Indecent liter- 
ature,” he declared, “is corrupting 
old and young alike. This is directly 
reflected in the mounting toll of 
sex crimes, breakdown of home life 
and a general lowering of morals 
in all walks of life.” 








Chilean Opens Church of 
God Work in Bolivia 

Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Cubillos of 
Chile opened a Church of God 
(Cleveland, Tenn.) work in Sucre, 
Bolivia, last January, according to 
a report by the Rev. Vessie D. Har- 
grave, the denomination’s superin- 
tendent for Latin America. In 
March, Mr. Hargrave was in Sucre 
for the organizational meeting of 
their first congregation in Bolivia. 

The Church of God now has 
missionary work in all the South 
American countries except Ecuador 
and Venezuela. 


How Much Do Christian 
Parents Influence Their 
Teen-Agers? 

The parents of Christian teen- 
agers are not having as much in- 
fluence on their children as one 
would suppose, according to a re- 
cent survey released by Youth for 
Christ Magazine. 

Less than 10 per cent of the 
young people questioned said that 
their decision to become Christians 
was made through parental influ- 
ence. Most of them gave “friends” 
or “the sermon” as the key factors. 

Less than half say they can dis- 
cuss their personal problems with 
their parents, and more than two 
thirds prefer to go to their friends 
with their problems. In answer to 
the question, “Why didn’t you be- 
come a Christian sooner?” 37 per 
cent said they were not given the 
opportunity, and 17 per cent re- 
plied, “I thought I already was a 
Christian.” Only 13 per cent gave 
“fear” and “pride” as the reasons. 

Temptation ranks first in the list 
of teen problems, with 53 per cent 
of the teens naming it. Choosing a 
career comes second, then studies 
and spiritual problems other than 
temptation. Sex problems were 
named by only 21 per cent and 
financial problems by 30 per cent. 

Over 90 per cent state that they 
“like school” and that the teachers 
are “fair in their dealings.” “Are 
you doing your best as a stu- 
dent?” got an affirmative reply 
from 61 per cent of the girls, but 
from only 42 per cent of the boys. 





Asked what they considered to be 
their parents’ biggest mistakes with 
teens, the youth gave these an- 
swers: “They don’t understand us 
or take time to see things through 
our eyes”; “They fail to give us 
spiritual help.” 

In connection with this last state- 
ment, about one third of the teens 
surveyed say that they have a 
“family altar” in their homes. 

The American Christian Teen- 
Ager survey was sponsored by 
Youth for Christ Magazine, pub- 
lished by Youth for Christ Inter- 
national, Wheaton, Illinois. Nearly 
2,000 teen-agers in local YFC pro- 
grams participated in the survey. 
Copies of the complete survey are 
available at 10 cents each from 
YFCI headquarters.

Pilgrim Holiness Group Says 
Roman Catholic Officials 
Bound by “Dogmas and 
Demands” 


KERNERSVILLE, N. C. (EP)—At 
its 50th annual conference here, 
North Carolina District of the Pil- 
grim Holiness Church went on re- 
cord “as being conscientiously op- 
posed to the election of a Roman 
Catholic for President of the United 
States.” 

It resolved further: “For the 
sake of our future Christian lib- 
erties we shall prayerfully urge 
our people to think seriously and 
to pray earnestly, over the coming 
election of the President of the 
United States. 

“The religious issue has again 
injected itself into the national 
political picture,” the group said, 
adding “our nation, under God, has 
led the world in religious freedom 
under Protestant leadership.” 

“Protestants,” it continued, “are 
suffering a systematic curbing of 
the free exercise of religion in 
countries where the Roman Cath- 
olic Church has unrivaled pre- 
dominance. 

“There is abundant evidence that 
a Roman Catholic public official is 
bound by the dogmas and demands 
of his Church which are strongly 
opposed to the separation of 
Church and State.”
